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Specialty Publishers 


In late July, Purple Unicorn Books published a handy, ready-reference index to fantasy and 
science fiction entitled THE SCIENCE FICTION AND HEROIC FANTASY AUTHOR INDEX, compiled by 
Stuart W. Wells III. The 208-page book contains entries for more than 1,000 authors, 
listing more than 5,000 titles, with coded information for publishers and publication dates. 
It claims to be complete for science fiction and heroic fantasy published in the U.S. 
between 1945 and 1978. As with any index, though, its completeness can only be measured 
within the parameters set forth by its compiler and Stuart does a more than adequate job 
of defining the scope of his index. What he includes are those genres popularly known as 
SF, fantasy, swords & sorcery and prehistorical adventure. Excluded are weird, ghosts and 
demons, black magic-occult, and near future fiction. It covers only novels and single 
author collections published for adult and young adult audiences. Specialty publishers not 
included are Arkham House (although he does include a few), Garland, Gregg, Hyperion and 
vanity publishers. Within these parameters, the volume appears to be quite complete. The 
omissions I found are reasonable, given his guidelines, and I was able to find only a very 
few, very minor errors. 


The book resembles a telephone directory, but is smaller (digest size) and easier to read. 
Authors are listed alphabetically in bold face type, each followed by a list of titles 
with abbreviated information about publishers and dates. Real names and pseudonyms are 
cross-referenced. Two appendices provide a list of numbered and multi-author series (such 
as Cap Kennedy and Star Trek) and a list of novels that received or were nominated for the 
Hugo, Nebula and International Fantasy awards. For the scope covered, I think Stuart has 
done an excellent job. For quick reference, it’s an ideal book; for more detailed 
information, you need something like Tuck's encyclopedia. However, the index is consier- 
ably more up-to-date. Softbound copies are priced at $9.95 .and hardcover at $15.95. Also 
available are 300 numbered and signed hardcover copies at $21.95.

Fall releases from Newcastle Publishing Company include 
two new selections in the Forgotten Fantasy series. 
Volume 17 is UNDER THE SUNSET by Bram Stoker , a reprint 
of Stoker's very first book, a collection of weird 
tales. The $3.95 quality paperback is illustrated and 
features a wraparound cover by Paul Stinson . Volume 18 
is H. Rider Haggard 's ALAN QUARTERMAIN, priced at $3.95 
with a wraparound cover by C. Lee Healv and interior 
illustrations reprinted from the original edition. 

Two novels under the Borgo Press imprint are BEWARE OF 
THE MOUSE by Leonard Wibberlev and A USUAL LUNACY by 
D. G. Compton . The former is the first quality paper¬ 
back appearance of Wibberley’s first novel in "The 
Mouse That Roared" series* it concerns a zany war be¬ 
tween France and the Duchy of Grand Fenwick 500 years 
ago. Price is $3.95 and cover art is by Cathy Hill. 

A USUAL LUNACY is a novel of the future in which love 
is literally a disease and people are innoculated 
against itj priced at $3.95. Three new volumes in 
Borgo's Milford series are» CONAN'S WORLD AND ROBERT 
E. HOWARD by Darrell Schweitzer (#17), AGAINST DIME'S 
ARROW i THE HIGH CRUSADE OF POUL ANDERSON by Sarldra 
Miesel (#18) and THE CLOCKWORK UNIVERSE OF ANTHONY 
BURGESS by Richard Mathews (#19). All are 64-page, 
non-fiction studies, uniformly priced at $2.45 as 
trade paperbacks. Covers reproduced here are copy¬ 
righted by Newcastle Publishing Company. 

St. Martin's Press has published THE ULTIMAX MAN by 
Keith Laumer . a novel about a small-time crook who is 
rescued from a hitman's bullet by a group of aliens 
studying mankind from an arctic hideaway. Serving as a 
human guinea pig for the study of how far mankind has 

progressed, the protagonist becomes a mental and physical superman who eventually challenges 
the Supreme Intellect of the Universe. Price is $8.95. 


Bantam Books and Peacock Press have published FRANK FRAZETTAi BOOK THREE edited and 
narrated by Betty Ballantine . The 96-page book is in the same format as the previous two 
editions and is priced at $7.95. Included are 30 color plates with considerable more 
emphasis than in previous volumes with Frazetta's earlier work, much of which was done in 
black-and-white. A number of pages are loaded with delightful doodles from Frazetta's 
sketchbooks. Those who paid big bucks for some of the Frazetta portfolios will doubtless 
be thrilled to see most of his "Lord of the Rings" and "Kublai Khan" illustrations 
reprinted here. 


Noted last issue among September and October releases from Doubleday 
were SHADOWS edited by C. L. Grant and CHORALE, a new novel by Barry 
N. Malzberg . Both have recently appeared. The former is an original 
anthology of horror fiction and weird tales featuringi "Naples" by 
Avram Davidson . "The Little Voice" and "Dead Letters" by J. Ramsey 
Campbell . "Butcher's Thumb" by William Jon Watkins . "Where All the 
Songs Are Sad" by Thomas F. Monteleone . "Splinters" by R. A. Lafferty , 
"Picture" by Robert Bloch . "The Nighthawk" by Dennis Etchison . "A 
Certain Slant of Light" by Ravlvn Moore . "Deathlove" by Bill Pronzini . 
"Mory" by Michael Bishop . "Where Spirits Gat Them Home" by John 
Crowley and "Nona" by Stephen King . A good anthology despite a couple 
of disappointments, notably the Bloch story which is entirely dependent 
upon a very obvious punch line. 

Now that I just panned an author I usually like very much, let me do 
the opposite with an author who usually doesn’t excite me. Malzberg 's 
CHORALE begins in the 22nd century with the invention of a time machine 
and a new theory about time* the only way recorded history will remain true (or will have 
ever existed) is if we send people back in time to relive the lives of significant people. 

A government bureaucracy is quickly assembled and the protagonist of the novel goes back in 
time to relive Beethoven. Some interesting theories here and Malzberg’s usual pointed 
comments about life and his insight into what makes people tick. Both books are priced at 
$7.95. The CHORALE dust jacket above is by Gary Friedman and is copyrighted by Doubleday 
& Company.

Work in Progress 

Robert Adams has two novelettes in his "Horseclans" series upcoming in FANTASTIC! "The 
Hunter" in the December issue and "The Siege of Three-House" in February. Future Horseclans 
novels will be published by New American Library, beginning with the fourth in the series, 

A CAT OF SILVERY HUE. His first three Horseclans novels were published by Pinnacle. A 
novella, A TALE OF THE HORSECLANS, has been completed for Atheneum for its juvenile fantasy 
line. "This opus gives the origin of the mindspeaking horses," Adams notes, "and will 
eventually be included in the first book of a two volume compendium of shorter Horseclans 
material, TALES OF THE HORSECLANS." Additional Horseclans novelettes are planned for 
FANTASTIC, "as well as an occasional bit of horror fiction which will be published under a 
nom-de-plume." A non-Horseclans novel, CASTAWAYS IN TIME, is scheduled for publication in 
mid-1979 in the Starblaze series. The 104,000-word novel is described as a parallel worlds 
fantasy. 

H. Warner Munn has sold a 360,000-word epic novel entitled LOST LEGION to Doubleday. The 
novel chronicles the adventures of a Roman legion that reaches China. He is currently 
working on his third and final Merlin volume, SWORD OF MERLIN. A novelette, "The DePertriche 
Ring," will appear in Gerald W. Page 's HEROIC FANTASY anthology to be published by DAW Books. 

Speaking of HEROIC FANTASY, the anthology was turned into DAW earlier this summer and will 
probably appear early in 1979. Edited by Gerald W. Page and Hank Reinhardt , the original 
anthology features a new short novel of Witch World by Andre Norton , as well as new fiction 
by Munn (see above), B. C. Tubb . Manly Wade Wellman . Charles R. Saunders . Galad Elflandsson . 
Darrell Schweitzer . Tanith Lee , A. E. Silas , F. Paul Wilson . Don Walsh . Adrian Cole and 
both editors. Reinhardt is currently working on a book about the art of knife fighting and 
Page has two stories upcoming in WHISPERS and WEIRDBOOK, "Chang Dree" in the former and 
"Confession in Darkness" in the latter. 

British writer Peter Berresford Ellis , otherwise known as Peter Tremavne . writes a long, 
interesting letter with news of numerous projects in the offing. In October, Bailey Bros. 

& Swinfen will publish a hardcover edition of THE REVENGE OF DRACULA, a sequel to his 
earlier DRACULA UNBORN. About the same time, Donald M. Grant will publish a collector’s 
edition in the U.S. with full color illustrations by Dan Green . Magnum Books plan to paper¬ 
back it next May. "The tales are the adventures of Dracula during his 400 years of immor¬ 
tality before he met his end in Bram Stoker ’s book," he notes. "Each book is in keeping 
with the Stoker volume and is a marrying of his fictional Dracula with the historical 
Dracula." The series may eventually run as many as six volumes. 

In November, Routledge & Kegan Ltd. will publish a biography under Ellis' true name, SIR 
HENRY RIDER HAGGARD« A VOICE FROM THE INFINITE. The book will aso feature an extensive 
bibliography of Haggard's works listing all British and American serializations and first 
editions. He notes that Donald M. Grant will be publishing a bio-bibliography in November 
of Talbot Mundy to which he has contributed bibliographical material and a 10,000-word 
essay on Mundy*s life. Currently in the works is a full scale biography of Mundy for 
another publisher. 

IRISH MASTERS OF HORROR, mention in "The British Scene" earlier, is due out in an illustrated 
hardcover edition in November from Wolfhound Press, in Dublin. The anthology examines the 
lives and works of six well known Irish writers of the macabre, with six stories illsutrating 
their work. Due out next spring from Sphere Books are two novels« THE ANTS, "a reworking 
of the theme of a threat to mankind by soldier ants," and THE CURSE OF LOCH NESS, "not a 
'Nessie' horror fantasy, but a marrying of the Scottish Kelpie and Silkie legends with the 
Loch Ness Monster legend." Look for his Tremayne byline on all of these. 

Finally, again under his Tremayne nom-de-plume, Ellis is beginning work on a heroic 
fantasy trilogy. "The title of the first volume is provisionally THE FIRES OF LAN KERN," 
he notes, "The trilogy is not only a swords & sorcery saga, but is closely connected with 
Celtic mythology and reflective of ancient Celtic society." Rights have been purchased by 
Bailey Bros. & Swinfen in hardcover and by Magnum Books in paperback. The only thing Ellis 
didn't mention in his letter is when he finds time to sleep! 

Chet Clingan . editor of fandom's THE DIVERSIFIER, has assembled an anthology entitled THE 
FANTASY MASTERS. It will contain half reprint, half original stories by Fritz Leiber . 

Marion Zimmer Bradley . Andrew J. Offutt . Karl Edward Wagner . Manly Wade Wellman . Carl Jacobi . 
Robert Bloch . John Jakes . Mary Elizabeth Counselman . Joseph Pavne Brennan , H. Warner Munn . 

Emil Peta.ia , E. Hoffman Price and Greg Benford . among others. He is currently looking for 
a publisher. 

Wayne Hooks has completed a novel, THE FLIGHT OF THE NIGHTHAWK, a fantasy set in prehistory 
Africa. The protagonsit is Wela/Kimbi, "a split personality in a man's body and their 
search for reintegration." Short stories based on the novel will appear in DRAGONBANE ("A 
God Kissing Carrion") and PHANTASY DIGEST. Wayne is currently at work on a 75,000-word novel, 
MENAGERIE, based on the short story of the same name in PHANTASY DIGEST #3. 



































Darrell Schweitzer writes that he will be editing a collection of stories, essays and plays 
by Dunsany , previously uncollected, and titled THE GHOSTS OF THE HEAVISIDE LAYER. The 
volume is tentatively slated for publication next year by Owlswick. Darrell recently sold 
a fantasy novel, THE WHITE ISLE, to COMET SONDERBAND, a German SF magazine. He is also 
writing a series of stories about a neurotic knight, named Julian. The first three appeared 
in the Australian SF magazine VOID and four more will appear in the hardcover anthologies 
that have replaced VOID. Another story in the series will appear in Gerald W. Page 's HEROIC

Dr. Roger C. Schlobin in the Department of English at Purdue University is currently involved 
in the preparation of a book-length annotated bibliography of fantasy novels, collections and 
anthologies, estimated to contain between 1,200 and 1,500 entries upon completion. The 
volume will eventually be published by Garland Publishing Company. As a beginning reference 
tool, Dr. Schlobin has published a 15-page bibliography, A BRIEF GUIDE TO THE TEACHING OF 
FANTASY. The guide consists of six parts, including a discussion of the nature of fantasy, 
annotated bibliographies of recommended fantasy novels and anthologies for classroom use, 
two checklists of fantasy novels, series, collections and anthologies, and notes on fantasy 
teaching aids. 

In conjunction with Ted Dikty at Starmont House/Fax Collector's Editions, Dr. Schlobin is 
also serving as series editor for THE READER'S GUIDES TO CONTEMPORARY SF AND FANTASY AUTHORS. 
The Reader's Guides will be published in paperback and they are currently soliciting writers 
to prepare guides in the range of 20,000 to 25,000 words. Each guide will contain biograph¬ 
ical information about the author, a general introduction and evaluation of the author's 
works, essays covering major works or major groups, a bibliography of recommended works, 
and a bibliography of critical works. Authors (and subjects) about whom guides are currently 
being prepared include; Poul Anderson , Alfred Bester . James Blish . Rav Bradbury . Arthur C . 
Clarke . L. Sprague de Camp . Samuel R. Delaney . Philip K. Dick . Philip Jose Farmer , Frank 
Herbert . Aldous Huxley . Ursula K. Le Guin . C. S. Lewis . David Lindsav . H. P. Lovecraft , Andre 
Norton . Robert Silverberg , Clifford Simak , Olaf Stapledon . Theodore Sturgeon . Jack Vance and 
Roger Zelazny , as well as one for juvenile fantasy. The Farmer . Zelazny and Clarke guides 
have been completed and may appear later this year. 

Dr. Schlobin and Dr. Marshall B. Tymn, of the Department of English at Eastern Michigan 
University, are joint editors of "The Year's Scholarship in Science Fiction and Fantasy." 

The "Year’s Scholarship" is an annual, annotated bibliography of studies of sf and fantasy. 
The bibliography is divided into general, reference and bibliography, teaching and visual 
aids, and author sections. It covers all American scholarship, selected British scholarship 
and important criticism from major, established fanzines. The "Year's Scholarship" is 
published in the December issue of EXTRAPOLATION and collected in book form every five years. 
In addition. Dr. Tymn serves as treasurer of the Science Fiction Research Association, Inc.

Ace paperbacks appears to be embarking on an ambitious pub¬ 
lishing schedule. Slated for October are no less than six 
originals plus an additional three first paperback appear¬ 
ances of hardcover titles. All in addition to the Offutt 
book previewed on page one. 

Included are two heavily illustrated volumes. THE MAGIC 
GOES AWAY by Larry Niven is an Ace special, priced at $4.95 
in a 6"x9" trade paperback format. MAGIC is a hilarious 
swords & sorcery novel that originally appeared as a 
novella in ODYSSEY a couple of years back. The book sports 
a cover by Boris and interior illustrations by Ames , whom 
Niven claims "the only illustrator in the world who con¬ 
sistently draws what I see." The second illustrated volume 
is PRO by Gordon R, Dickson , an illustrated novel of inter¬ 
planetary adventure in the standard paperback format, with 
more than 50 pages of artwork by James Odbert . 

Another swords & sorcery title for October is EARTH MAGIC 
by Alexei and Cory Panshin , an Ace original. THE ION WAR 
by Colin Kano is an Ace original novel whose hero is an Ion 
Warrior on one of Earth's colony planets. Yet another ori¬ 
ginal novel is THE VEIIS OF AZLAROC by Fred Saberhaeen . 
Azlaroc "is a planet where the passage of time is actually 
visible" and "where shimmering veils of energy come down at 
yearly intervals to seal everything—and everyone—present 
at Veilfall." 

The sixth Ace original is the first issue of DESTINIES edi¬ 
ted by James Baen and dated November-December. As noted in 
FN #1, this was originally slated for July (dated Aug-Sept), 
but was delayed. Articles and fiction include material by 
Poul Anderson . Larry Niven . Jerry Pournelle . Spider Robin ¬ 
son . Clifford Simak and Roger Zelazny , among others. 

The three first paperback publications noted above are THE 
LOST TRAVELLER by Steve Wilson (St. Martin's in hardcover), 
THE MARTIAN INCA by Ian Watson (Scribner's) and SKYFALL by 
Harry Harrison (Atheneum). All are SF titles. SKYFALL will 
be released with two different covers, one billing it as SF 
and the other is what Ace refers to as a "mainline cover" 

(see below, left). Ace also has a new trademark appearing 
on October releases. All the covers reproduced on this page 
are copyrighted by Ace Books. 

October releases from Berkley include three first appearances 
in paperback« THE DOSADI EXPERIMENT by Frank Herbert . SYM¬ 
BIOTE'S CROWN (an original novel) by Scott Baker and ALPHA 9 
edited by Robert Silverberg . A reprint is VAULT OF THE AGES 
by Poul Anderson .

Slated for October from Del Rey Books is THE WEB OF WIZARDRY 
by Juanita Coulson . a sword & sorcery fantasy adventure 
taking place on a primitive world. In November, Del Rey will 
publish the first paperback edition of Patricia McKillip 's 
HEIR OF SEA AND FIRE, the second volume in her fantasy tril¬ 
ogy that began with THE RIDDLE-MASTER OF HED.
